Trinity Sunday, June 18, A. D. 1905. 


This being the Third Sunday in June, the time prescribed by 
Article II. of the Constitution of the Church of the Diocese of Mon- 
tana for the meeting of its Annual Convention, and this being the 
place appointed by the Bishop for said meeting, a number of the 
Clergy and Laity assembled in the church at II a. m. for the opening 
‘service of the Second Annual Convention of the Church in Montana. 

At Ir a. m. the Holy Communion was celebrated by the Right 
Rey. Daniel Sylvester Tuttle, D. D., Bishop of Missouri, assisted by 
the Right Rev. L. R. Brewer, S. T. D., Bishop of Montana. 

The Convention Sermon was preached by the Right Rev. D. S. 
Tuttle, Bishop of Missouri and Presiding Bishop of the Church. 

At 8 p..m. Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. Floyd Jay 
Mynard of Great Falls, the Rev. S. C. Blackiston of Butte, the Rev. 
Frank B. Lewis of Bozeman, and the Rev. H. E. Clowes of Kalispell. 

The Bishop delivered his Twenty-fifth Annual Address to the 
Convention of Montana. 


THE BiSHOP’S TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of Montana: 

Twenty-five years in the life of the Church is but a moment of 
time in comparison with the nineteen centuries of years which have 
passed since angel choirs ushered in the new dispensation with their 
anthem of peace and good will for a Savior born. But twenty-five 
years in the life of a generation of workers in the Church, are rela- 
tively of great importance, for they make up a large portion of the 
time given for work in the Kingdom of God on earth. We _ have 
reached such a point today. Twenty-five years ago, on the first day 
of the coming August, there met in this Parish the Convocation of 
the Missionary District of Montana, Utah and Idaho. At that Con- 
vocation, steps were taken which resulted in the erection of Montana 
into a separate Missionary District by the General Convention which 
met in New York in the following October. 


The Gains and Losses.

I believe it comes largely from the adoption ‘of 
those Resolutions by our General Convention in Chicago. But 
whether it does or not, I am sure the hand of God is in it. It is a 
great deal for the Christian world to be conscious of the evils of 
division. It is the first and necessary condition to finding a remedy 
for the evils. How long it will take to’ accomplish the end that so 
many are seeking and praying for or just what form of union will 
result, no one can tell. We must leave that in God’s hands. Our 
part will be to work for it, pray for it and show a willingness to 
yield everything except what we consider principle and truth to 
accomplish its attainment. 


The Work in Montana. 


Now I turn to the record of the work in Montana for which God 
has made us especially responsible. At the last Convocation of the 
undivided District, the following Report was made for Montana:

Bishop Tuttle was elected Bishop of his’immense Jurisdiction in- 
the Fall of 1866. Therefore, he had charge of the work in Montana 
for fourteen years.. He came not simply as Bishop, but as the first 


* Missionary of the Church sent to Montana. There was absolutely 


nothing to begin with—no Churches, no Clergymen and few Church 
people. There were not many people’in Montana at that time and 


few places to visit. During the whole-of his work here all his travel 


was done by stage. The census of 1880 gave the Territory only about 
4,000 people. The two largest towns—Butte and Helena—had each 
a little less than 4,000. Montana was largely an unknown land to the 
people of the East. It was very difficult to get Clergymen to come 
out here, and when they came many of them were more anxious to 
leave than they were to come. His twas the hard and discouraging 
work of laying foundations*in a new and trying field. But no man, 


ever laid them more wisely or gained more friends in his work than 


Bishop Tuttle. Today his name is a household word in the home of 
every old-timer in the State. It is fitting that he should come here 
to preach the Sermon of our Convention, for he was my predeces- 
sor in office, and he preached the sermon when I was made Bishop. 
It is an honor to us, that as Presiding Bishop of the Church, he 
comes to us at this time, to help us mark the completion of a quarter 
of a century of Missionary and Diocesan life. He gave to us the 
Missionary District. We give to him as representing the American 


-Church, an organized Diocese. In your name I give him warmest

welcome, and offer him the freedom of our churches and our homies. 
Already he holds, and always will hold, the entrance door to all our 
hearts.

In the value of Church Property there is included two Hospitals, 
a Bishop’s house, an Endowment for the Episcopate of nearly $54,000 
and an Endowment for the Missionary work of $13,600. The Bap- 
tisms have numbered 6,657 and the Confirmations 3,935. There have 


been five Ordination$ to the Diaconate and thirteen to the Priest-- 


hood. Fifteen churches have been consecrated. The amount raised 
for all purposes the first year was $20,225; the past year we have 
raised $59,445. Our Offerings for Diocesan Missions the first year 
were less than $200; the past year we have received more than $4,000. 
The first year we gave $162.55 for General Missions; the past year 
we have given more than $3,100. 

There are three things for which, I’ think, we may take to our- 
selves a reasonable degree of credit. The amount that we have 
raised for the support of our own work, the $34,000 that we have 
raised for the Endowment of the Episcopate and our Offerings for 
- Missions, Diocesan and General. The amounts raised for all these 
purposes have increased with each increasing year. We have proven 
that it does not interfere with self support to give conscientiously 
and regularly to Missions. We have worked on the principle that 
we have a responsibility for and a duty toward all the work of the 
Church. To the adoption of this principle, and its carrying into prac- 
tice as far as we have been able to do it, I believe we owe a good 
part of the growth and prosperity which has marked our work. It 
is now firmly implanted in our Diocesan life and I trust-will never 
be uprooted. Together, like a band of brothers, we have wrought 
in the making of a Diocese. Together we stand today, grateful for 
past blessings, thankful for the privilege of service in the Kingdom 
of God and looking to the future in expectation of greater and 
erander things than the world as yet has ever known. 


The Decease of Bishops. 


I turn now to the record and work that belong more especially 


to the past year. The Church has lost three Bishops from the ranks 


of her Militant army. 

The Right Rev. Frederic Dan Huntington, Bishop of Central 
New York, went to his rest last July full of labors and full of years. 
For eleven years he was my Bishop. He was largely responsible for 
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my election as Missionary Bishop of Montana, and was the Presiding 
Bishop at my Consecration. He was a great preacher, a deep thinker 
and a graceful and forceful writer. He was a man of great energy 
and of broadest sympathy. He possessed the courage of his con- 
victions and was always ready to condemn wrong and wickedness 
and vice wherever they were seen. His hand went out to succor the 
unfortunate, raise the fallen and relieve distress. Bringing all his 
great, abilities, devotion and zeal to the organization and building up 
of a new Diocese, in the thirty-five-years of his Episcopate, he saw 
schools, hospitals and homes for the unfortunate rise in. different 
cities, and the number of Communicants increase three fold. His 
published volumes of Sermons will live in the future, and his three 
books for Lenten reading will continue to bring help and comfort to 
earnest souls all over the land. He rests from his labors and his 
works do follow him. 

The Right Rev. William Edward McLaren was Bishop of the 
Diocese of Chicago for thirty years. He was_a man of strong char- 
acter, of marked intellectual ability and one who ruled his “people 
faithfully and with all his power. Under him, the Diocese grew and 
prospered. He was intensely interested in,Diocesan Missions, and 
during his Episcopate he saw churches rise, parishes organized and 
missions multiplied. The impress of his Episcopate will remain on 
his Diocese for all time to come. 

The Right Rev. Alfred Augustin Watson, Bishop of East Car- 
olina, passed to his rest at the age of almost eighty-seven years. 
A Presbyter of the Diocese which elected him Bishop, his Election 
showed the confidence in which he was held by the clergy and laity 
alike. His devotion to duty never failed, and his conscientiousness 
in the work of his calling won for him the approval of all by whom 
he was known. He died loved by his own people, honored by Christ- 
ians of every name in his own Diocese and regretted by the whole 
Church. 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 


I have been asked by the proper authorities. to bring three mat- 
ters to your attention for which I bespeak your interest and active 
co-operation. 

The next Annual Convention of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
will be held in Chicago on the 2tst, 22d, 23rd and 24th of next Sep- 
tember. The Brotherhood is doing an important work in the Church 
in helping young men to a better realization and fulfillment of relig- 
ious duties. These annual meetings are a great help to all the mem- 
bers. I wish that our Chapters in Montana might be well repre- 
sented in that gathering. 


The Thank Offering for Missions. 


At our last General Convention, a Committee was appointed to 
consider the advisability of asking the Laymen of. the Church to 
make a Thank Offering for missions at the General Convention which 
will meet in Richmond, Virginia, in October, 1907. That Committee 
has devised a plan for interesting all the Laymen of the Church in 
this matter. At the request of this Committee, I have appointed as 
the Committee for this Diocese, our Deputies to General Convention.

The Missions at Philips yur < 
and Granite have been vacant all the year, though the Rev. Mr. Fog 
arty was good enough to hold four services last fall at Philipsbur, 
Deer Lodge has had a few services on week days from the Rector 
at Anaconda. These changes and vacancies’ are the main, -thougt 
not the sole, cause why the Confirmations number more than

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seems to me possible that this can be true. I suspect that the Canon 
on Assessment has something to do with the Reports under that 
head. It is remarkable what an influence an Assessment of fifty 
cents per communicant will have on the correction of Communicant 
lists. I sometimes wonder if an Assessment was laid on each mem- 
ber of clergymen’s families, what effect it would have on matrimonial 
ambitions. We ought to be careful and exact in keeping our Com- 
municant lists. But I am sure that under our present practice we 
far underestimate the strength of the Church. I am glad that under 
our new Forms for Parish Reports, there is the item, “Whole Num- 
ber. of Confirmed Persons.” That will help to show what our 
strength really is. 


The Building of Churches and Rectories. 


We have built two churches during the year—one at Darby, 
where it is the only church building in the little town, and the other 
at Townsend, where we have been planning and hoping to build for 
at least a dozen years. I am thankful and the people are happy 
in the realization of that hope. Two rectories have been secured. 
At Glendive they bought the house adjoining the church, which 
makes a complete Church property. They raised a very considera- 
ble sum for the strength of the Mission and have a debt of $1,000. 
St. Luke’s Mission, Billings, has built a rectory at an expense of 
something over $3,000. It is not paid for, but the debt is so placed 
that they will not be pressed in paying for it. They have not only 
done that, but they are proposing in the year to come to build a 
new church on the lots where the rectory stands. They have sold 
the old Church property and have raised by subscription more than 
$3,000 and that will give them about $6,500 for the new church. This 
will make a distinct advance for St. Luke’s Mission. I hope the next 
advance will be the organization of a Parish and the assumption of 
entire self support. And I hope that step will not be deferred very 
long. St. Paul’s Mission, Fort Benton, has paid off its rectory debt, 
for which I am most thankful. The Missionary deserves great credit 
for its accomplishment. It was the last debt that we owed the 
Church Building Fund Commission, and I hope we shall never owe 
another. They have paid off the debt on the church at Lewistown, 


but are getting ready to make another for the building of a rectory. 


Debts have been reduced at Miles City, Red Lodge, Bozeman, Madi- 
son Valley, the three churches in Butte, Philipsburg and in Great 
Falls. Improvements in Church property have been made at Wibaux, 
Red Lodge, Fridley, Dillon, Missoula and Kalispell. I do not know 
that the whole sum of our indebtedness has decreased, but I am sure 
that we have made evident progress in material things. 


Gratitude Expressed. 


I have to renew my expression of gratitude to the Woman’s 
Parochial and Missionaray Society for their generous support of the 
Bishop’s Missionary and to the Editor and the Business Manager 
for their satisfactory and successful work in giving us the Montana 
Churchman. 


Record of Offerings. 


I believe the Record of Offerings will be equal to that of any 
preceding year. The Treasurer of the Episcopate Fund will report 
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that he has received from Assessments something over $1,300, witek! 
has been added to the Permanent Fund, that the Fund now amounts 
to nearly $54,000, and that he has paid over to the Treasurer of 
the Diocese from ie Income of the Fund a little more than $2,100 
to meet the salary of the Bishop. The Offerings for The Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund have amounted to $201.85. 


There has been given for’ Diocesan Missions from the Advent 
Offerings of Sunday Schools, $63.12; from the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
for the ‘Bishop’ s Missionary, $599.50; from Parish Offerings, $1,181.81, | 
and from Interest on Endowments, $879.45. Beside this, I received 
$1,200 from our steadfast friend in Mexico, and $100 from a parish-— 
roner of St. John’s Church, Butte. This makes a total of $4,023.88. 
This is about the same amount that we raised last year. We must, 
if possible, increase our Offerings for our own Missionary work as— 
we grow stronger, for we need more men than we can possibly sup- 
port with our present resources. Our Apportionment for General 
Missions, made by the Board of Missions, was $1,700. We appor- 
tioned ourselves $2,840. We have given, as far as I can tell, some- 
thing over $3,100. This makes our record equal to that of previous 
years. I hope we shall never go backward. The whole Missionary 
work of the Church needs better support than it is receiving. We 
must continue to do our part toward its just demands. 


General’ Summary. 


IT spent four months of last year in the East, a longer time than 
I mean ever to spend again.. After General Convocation closed, I 
went about the Church, making Missionary addresses, trying to 
interest people in Missions and asking and receiving some help for 
our work in Montana. All the rest of the year has been’ given to 
visitations of the Diocese, and I have been over the whole field. 
The Sermons and Addresses number 240. I have baptized ten adults 
and seventeen children. I have confirmed 239 persons, married one 
couple, and celebrated the Holy Communion 53 times. On the 24th 
day of July I consecrated St. Paul’s Elling Memorial. Church, Vir- 
ginia City. On the 2d day of February, I ordained the. Rev. Charles 
Edward Tuke to the Priesthood in Christ Church, Sheridan, the 
Rev. S. D. Hooker preaching the sermon. I have received notice of 
the Deposition of ten Clergymen from the Ministry of the Church, — 
of the Removal of eight names from the List of Candidates for Holy ¥ 
Orders and of the Removal of two names from the List of Postu- 
lants. I have received and accepted dimissory Letters for the Rev. 
Charles Edward Tuke from the Bishop of Pennsylvania and for the 
Rev. Floyd Jay Mynard from the Bishop of California. I have given © 
Dimissory Letters for the Rev. Harry Ernest Robbins to the Dio- 
cese of Massachusetts; for the Rev. Charles Edward Dobson to. the | 
Missionary District of North Dakota; the Rev. Arthur William. ‘Bell 
to the Diocese of Colorado, and the Rev, George Charles Groves, — 
Jr., to the Diocese of Washington. I have not received notice of. 
the acceptance of my letter for the Rev. Mr. Robbins, and there- 
fore he still belongs canonically to this Diocese. I have received 
notice of the remission of one sentence of Deposition. I have given © 
my Canonical consent to the Consecration of the Rev. Robert Strange 
as coadjutor .of the Diocese of East Carolina, the Rey. Charles 
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Edward Woodcock as’ Bishop of Kentucky and the Rev. James 
Henry Darlington as Bishop of Harrisburg. 3 

This is the record in detail for the last year of the -twenty-five. 
No doubt imperfection and failure to realize our ambitions have 
marked the Records of all the years from the beginning to the pres- 
ent time. But we have much to be thankful for. It has been our lot 
to be workers and builders in a new land. We have seen a Terri- 
tory change into a State; population increase; new towns and cities 
spring up; growth, progress and development appear in all material 
things. We have seen also a Missionary District change into a Dio- 
cese; Churches and Rectories multiply; Institutions of Mercy 
founded; Communicants increase and growth in the life and strength 
of the Church keep even pace with development in civic and com- 
mercial prosperity. With some of us the shadows are lengthening 
and the sun is sinking in the Western sky. But no unwelcome dark- 
ress shuts us in. Even the clouds are irradiated with glory that 
comes from the Sun of Righteousness. Hope is steadfast, courage 
faiters not, faith deepens and we turn confidently from the past to 
the future, determined to devote all our powers to the upbuilding of 
God’s Kingdom, the winning of the nations to own His sway and 
the accomplishment of His purpose in the world.

the Diocese.”

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


My Dear Friends: It is a great disappointment that I am not 
able to be with you today. I feel that I need every opportunity to 
become better acquainted with you all and I hope this will be the last 
time that I shall have to miss a Convention. 

Since we last came. together, the Triennial meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary has met in Boston and I wished so much that

some other Montana women, besides our deaconess and myself, could 
have been there to store up inspiration and knowledge for our work 
_here. During all those three weeks, from four to six hundred women 
met twice a day, and often three times every day in the week except 
Saturday and Sunday, to listen to missionaries and: to discuss ways 
and means of carrying on their work. If you could have seen those 
missionaries and heard them tell about their work, women as: well 
as men, and some of them so full of enthusiasm, you felt you must 
drop everything and go and help them; you would have different ideas 
about many things. One of which would be that The Spirit of Mis- 
sions would be positively interesting, yes, even thrilling in places. 
For the faces of the men and women would come up before you and 
you would be able to read between the lines of their articles until 
you almost felt you had seen them again and shaken them ue the 
hand. 


You cannot possibly be interested in Missions unless you know 
something about them and get’ to feel it is all real live work. And 
so I hope that after the paper on the Ichang missionaries and the 
discussion on Mission Study Classes, this afternoon, you will all feel 
anxious to study more next year. There is no need that you have 
a separate organization for it, the only need is that you do it. Every 
group of women may wish to go about it a different way; there are 
subjects and methods enough to suit all, but let me tell you there is 
an interest that comes from a united study course that does not 
come with the others, also the subjects are especially chosen and 
the helps for preparing the lessons especially full. The Rev. Everett 
P. Smith, Church Missions House, 281 Fourth Avenue, New York, 
and. Miss Mary Beach, 211 State Street, Hartford, Connecticut, are 
the people to whom to write for information about material for Mis- 
sion Study Classes. 

Two other subjects that interested me very strongly at the Tri- 
ennial meeting were the splendid organization of the Eastern Auxili- 
aries and their custom of having the Diocesan Officers visit .all the 
Auxiliaries in their Diocese. 

In the Eastern Dioceses, with their smaller number of square 
miles, it is easier to travel and look after the work, but I hope the 
time is not far distant when our officers will be able to visit the dif- 
ferent Auxiliaries and Mission Study Classes in this Diocese and 
not only help them, but be inspired and encouraged by the :good 
work that is being done. 

Our organization is good as far as. it. goes, but.there is one 
point where it can be improved right away. I often lose a great deal 
of time because I do not know who the workers are and what they 


are doing, so I wish you would all let our Secretary, Mrs. Gibble, - 


know: 

First—-The names and addresses of all the Officers in every 
Parish and’ Mission Auxiliary, remembering to inform her when any 
changes are made. 

Second—Let her know when a Study Class is formed with the 
names and addresses of the Officers and the subject to be studied. 

IT will ask her to send this information to me and so we will be 
able to keep track of what is going on among ourselves, and I hope 
make us all feel more strongly than ever the fact that we belong to 
the one family of the Diocese.

Article I. “The Diocese: of Montana, asa constituent part. of the 
body known as the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United Sta cs 
of America, accedes to, recognizes and adopts the General Consti 
‘| tion and Canons of ‘the Church, Bee acknowledges its” ane a: 
aes accordingly. . ‘ ie 


Article II. There shall be a Gouri of the Disco on the 
third Sunday of June in each year, at such place as shall be appointed 
by the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act or of a vacancy in th 
Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. The Bishop and Standing 
Committee shall have power to change the time Ae place. of he 
eae of the Convention. ys 


inability to do so, or if there shall be a vacancy in the Episcomme ae 
Cee Committee shall have the power to call a Special nd i 


Be appointed for the Ae: Convention, stating the business ‘to 
which the Convention is called; and no other business than that for 
which it is called shall be transacted by a Special Convention without 
unanimous consent. ; 


Article IV. 1. The Convention shall be compneed of Cler y- 
men and Laymen. Every Clergyman, personally and canonically res- 
ident in the Diocese shall be entitled to a seat and vote in the Con- 
vention; provided, however, that no Clergyman shall be entitle (0) 
vote for a Bishop, unless he shall have been actually and canonically 
a resident of the Diocese at least six months prior to the election. 


2. The Lay members shall consist of male delegates, not ext eer 

ing five, from each Parish, and three from each Organized ‘Missi 

3 and three from each Parochial Mission, in union with the Conve 

hes The Lay Delegates from each Parish ‘shall be chosen by the V« 
thereof, and the Lay delegates from each Organized Mission sh it 

be chosen by the Vestry Committee thereof, and the Lay delegates 
trom each Parochial Mission by the Authority i in charge thereof. Laz 
Lie delegates, a majority of whom shall be Communicants, shall be 
a least twenty-one years of age, stated worshippers in the Parish 

ns Mission which they represent, and if representing a Eorish, ey she 

oe: be qualified electors of the same. 


3. All officers of the Convention and all eR: of the: Bo 
and Committees elected by the Convention, when not Delegate 
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the same, shall be entitled ex-officio’ to seats in the Convention, and 
with the approval of the President, shall have the right to speak on 
the subjects pertaining to their respective offices, but without the 
right to vote. 


Article V. Every Convention shall be opened with the Prayers 
of the Church. On the first morning of the Convention there shall 
be a Sermon, Address or Charge by the Bishop, or a Sermon by some 
Presbyter appointed by him, and there shall always be a Celebration 
of the Holy Communion. 


Article VI. 1. The Bishop shall be the President of any Conven- 
tion, but if there be no Bishop, or if he be absent or unable to act, 
the members shall elect a President from among the Presbyters. 


2. At every Annual Convention a Secretary shall be chosen from 
among the Clerical members, who shall remain in office until his suc- 
cessor be elected. His duties shall be to take minutes and record all 
proceedings of the Convention, to attest its public acts, preserve its 
records, give notice of the times and places of all Annual and Special 
Conventions, and faithfully deliver to his successor all books and 
papers relative and belonging to the Convention which may be in his 
possession. 


3. A Treasurer shall be chosen by the Convention, to hold office 
until his successor shall be-elected at an Annual Convention. His 
duties shall be those commonly pertaining to the office, and he shall 
make a report to each Annual Convention. In case of vacancy in the 
office of Secretary or Treasurer, the place shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of the Ecclesiastical authority. 


4. A Registrar shall be chosen by the Convention, to hold office 
until his successor shall be elected. 


Article VII. 1. One-third of all the Clergy entitled to seats in 
the Convention, and Representatives from not less than three Par- 
ishes or Organized Missions, shall constitute a quorum to do business; 
but a less number may adjourn from time to time. 


2. The Clerical and Lay members of the Convention shall sit 
and deliberate in one body; and every question, unless it be otherwise 
provided in this Constitution, shall be decided by a majority of the 
members present; provided, however, that in voting on proposed 
amendments to the Constitution or Canons, and in any other case 
when requested by five members, the vote shall be taken by orders, 
and a concurrence of the two orders shall determine the vote of the 
Convention; provided, also, that in voting by orders, each Parish or 
Mission shall be entitled to but one vote. 


Article VIII. The election of a Bishop shall be only at an Annual 
Convention, or at a Special Convention duly called for that purpose. 
Nominations may be made in open Convention; but after nominations 
are closed, the two orders shall separate, and each order shall elect its 
own Chairman and Secretary. The Clergy shall then choose by ballot 
some fit and qualified person for the office of Bishop, and shall com- 
municate their choice to the President of the Convention and to the 
Lay Delegates. The Lay Delegates shall thereupon vote by ballot 
upon the approval of the choice thus made by the Clergy, and shall
